St. James's vening 
Poſt! the beſt paper in the town! "© 4+ 4 
Pray, do you think St. James's religion more pure and 
 -undefiled than St. Paul's, St. Peter's, or St. John's? 
Are you like thoſe of old, one ſays Tam of Paul, and I 
of Apollos, and I of Cephas, and, ſay you, I of James? 
Juit ſo a ſelf-juſtifying brother clergyman of yours, a 
inveighing againſt the Methodiſts for contending ſo mu 
about the doctrines of grace, honeſtly confeſſed, **'To be 
« ſore, ſome of St. Paul's epiſtles, do ſeem to favor their 
« notions: but what then ? St. James point blank contra- 
« diQs and overrhrows them all. 80 that if they have 
got St. Paul on their fide, we have gobSt. James on 
„% Ours; and ſurely one apoftle is as good as another.“ 
To be ſore St. James does not ſpeak fo much about the 
doctrines. of election, predeſtination, juſtification by 
grace, the ſaints in Chriſt being kept by the power of 
. God, and their ſure and certain final perſeverance in 
faith and holineſs unto eternal glory as St. Paul; there- 
fore you may give St. James the preference, as you

«« with the grace of God. But St. James had to do 
„% with hypocritical profeſſors, who abuſed St. Paul's 
4% doctrine of free grace, and took encourapement to 
«« ſin, affirming, if they believed, it was ſufficient, no 
«« matter how they lived ; therefore St. James urges 


the neceſſity of good works as evidences of the 


e cerity of our faith.“ 


Were your opponents, Sir, of the ſame ſpirit, you

Warm with zeal for the glory of 
his Lord, Jehu had little notion of peace while thoſe 
things continued to the diſhonour of his God. Paul 
would make no truce with thoſe ſoul-troublers and 
goſpel-perverters, who bewitched the Galatians fo as 
to Rel juſtification by works. “To ſuch, ſays he, 
«« we would not give place by ſubjection; no, not for 
an hour; that the truth of the goſpe] might con- 

«« tinue with you.“ 
The truth of the goſpel, Dread Sir, is dear to us. 
We cannot allow you any terms of peace while you 
are at war with that, and are plunging your dagger 
into the very vitals of divine grace and truth. We, 
Calvinian Methodiſts, ſet out with the doctrine of 
Juſtification from firſt to laſt, by Chriſt alone. We 
are neither to be coaxed, bullied, nor bantered out 
of it. We could as ſoon be brought to worſhip St. 
Martiu's boots, St. George's ſcabbard, or St. Cri/pin's 
paring knife, as to ſubſcribe to the faint of Madely's 

creed. of juſtification by the merit of works. 
A word In your ear, Honored Sir. Your doctrine 


will certainly obtain you the beſt terms of peace with
